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DETAILED ACTION 

The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1.126 which requires the 
original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When claims are 
canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims are presented, they 
must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next following the highest 
numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Claims 1-21 as originally filed have been canceled. Misnumbered new claims 1-21 have 
been renumbered 22-55. Claims 22-55 are currently pending and subject to restriction. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 22-47, drawn to a method of treating multiple sclerosis by reducing free 
anti-myelin basic protein in patients suffering from MS by administration of a 
protein, classified in class 514, subclass 2. 

II. Claims 48-55, drawn to a method for producing recombinant protein, classified in 
class 435, subclass 69.1. 

The methods of inventions II and I are related in that invention I uses the peptide of 
invention II. However, the method of using and the method of making the peptide are patentably 
distinct because the methods use different products. That is, invention I uses the polypeptide and 
invention II uses nucleic acid. Thus, the endpoints and the steps of each method are wholly 
different and do not overlap. 
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Because these invention are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent su bj ect matter, restriction for 

examination purposes as indicated is proper.
